to Hunter. In the same note the kind- 
ness which Munter had done was ac 
knowledge)}. On his person were two 
bank books. In each over fl.OOO at 
on«i time had .been deposited, 


A memorandum book told the story 


of Varidertorten's life for the last sev- 
eral weeks. Some of them told of the 
man's vain struggles to secuve work. 
One nota records that $105, the last of 
his funds, was stolen from his pocket. 
Despondency following this loss, it is 
believed, brought on the suicide.

Inc ephemera assists itself with the 


point of its little nail* as firmly *• it 
can. It makes, a inovenm&t similar to 
that of a shiver; then the ekln on the 
middle of the back breaks apart, the 
wings slip out of their* shea tli, as we 
sometimes take off our glove* by turn- 
ing tLem Inside out. After this •trip- 
ping the ephemer* begins to fly. Some- 
times it holds itself straight up on the 
•arface of the water on th* end of its 
tail, flapping It* wings one *sain»t the 
other. It takes no nourishment in the 
fne or six hours which are the limit of 
Its life. It seems to cave been formed 
but to multiply, f-ot, it does not leave 
its state of 4 worm until it is ready to 
deposit its eggs, and it dies M soon as 
they are deposited, 


In three days' time one sees appear 


and die all species of ephemera. They 
last sometimes until the fifth day, for 
the reason that some malady has af- 
fected some of them and prevents them 
from -fthsnging at the same time as the 
Others.

sending to Richelieu the new manu- 
script,- Richelieu examined It to his 
turn and often Introduced additional 
corrections At the siege of Corbie the 
king wrote a few lines eulogistic of the 
cardinal, but afterward crossed them 
out of his article. 
Richelieu wrote 


them in tgain, and so they appeared iu 
the Gazette de France.—Revue de Par-

A PnuntM Thml

WHh certain- tribes wampum if still 


highly- priced and netklaces are worn 
by men, women *nd* children when 
they ,ar* the fortamtte possessors of 
thenji To make w-aijipafn various kinds 
of ^shells are used, $rhite and those 
having a lavender «feu0 being most 
liked; 


The thin shells are broken Into little 


pieces aod by- aid of snippers are mads 
as nearly round, as-i, possible. When 
each piece .1* drilled to the center, the 
old \lmti fire kiBdllngs^tyle of drill be- 
ing usedf tbftjiiiells arj> 4ven strung, aaa 
rolled ..with the {land^gn a fiat stone, 
which, grinds them ., until they are 
smooth, and even. 
, 


Comparatively few Indians among 


those jv-ho .piize wampum boads most 
highly have the skill or patteuc-e to 
mak* them, even though they bad. tbe 
materials. The fact, Is there are but 
few wampum bead makers' in the coun- 
try . and it often Itap-petia tbat long pil- 
grimages must be mode- to- secure the 
requisites for really fine beads, and, as 
with the white man's feinietsr that 
whies I» "tor fetched and dear bought" 
is most sought after for ornamentation. 


Around some o? the ancient ruins in 


the southwest the little disks of wam- 
pum are often found in tbe sand, and it 
Is probable that they were deposited 
in fije graves to very eariy times and 
washed out or-eiposad by the wind's 
action. These rains are in the best 
state of preservation of any In the 
country. Absolutely nothing is known 
of their builders, and tbe origiu of 
these ruins was as mueb. a mystery 
when Goronado first saw them in 1540, 
when he made his famons invasion, as 
it ia to the pttopie of the present day.— ;

sorbs the oxygen from the air in the 
jar, and the carbonic add formed dar- 
ing the process is absorbed by the wa- 
ter, which gradually rises In the Jar 
to one-fifth of its height. Ths musii- 
room now dries up, but its animation 
is only suspended, as may be proved 
by introdnclng beside it a green plant, 
when-It will recommence to vegetate, 
being nourished by the oxygen exhaled 
from the fresh plant.
